THE LATEST. 


The United 8tates Supreme Court 
yesterday decided two important Insu¬ 
lar cases: The ‘Fourteen Diamond 
Kins*** case and the Dooley case. No. 2. 
In the first case the majority opinion, 
handed down by Chief Justice Fuller, 
holds that since the signing of the 
treaty of Paris the Philippines have 
been United States property, and. be¬ 
longing to this country, are domestic 
and not foreign territory. The fact that 
war exists In some of the Islands does 
not, he says, affect the United State* 
tttlc to the property, as It Is not a war 
of conquest by this country, but of re¬ 
bellion by the natives against the own¬ 
ership of the property by the United 
States. The opinion holds that the col¬ 
lection of customs duties on goods 
brought Into thUs country from the 
Islands, or vl^c versa, is irregular. In 
the Dooley e**o the majority opinion. 

* 

that the collection of duties on goods 
shipped from the United State* to Porto 
Rico la permissible 0*1 the ground that 
the duties are collected as Imports Into 
the Island, and not a* export* from the 
United States. It hold* farther that the 
money so collected must, by act of Con¬ 
gress, be held apart from the general 
funds of the island as a special fund to 
be expended In bettering public con¬ 
ditions there. The opinion says the 
Porto Rican Legislature can at any 
time so change this law a* to abolish 
the Import duties. The dissenting opin¬ 
ion. handed down by Justice Fuller, 
bolds that the duty is in direct conflict 
with the clause in the Constitution reg¬ 
ulating Interstate commerce and Is con¬ 
sequently Illegal, whether collected 
when the' goods leave one State or ar¬ 
rive In another. 

The Fifty-seventh Congress convened 
yesterday with ceremonies not greatly 
different from former years. The House 
adopted the rules of the last session, 
with modifications made by the Repub¬ 
lican caucus, refusing to permit any 
amendments to be offered. The message 
of the President will be received by 
both House and Senate to-<lay. Over. 
jLhree thousand new bills were Intro¬ 
duced. including three Pacific cable 
bills and several protesting against 
the continuation of the war in South 
Africa. _ _ 

The St. Bernard Mining Company 
has been Incorporated in order to gain 
protection of the Federal courts in the 
troubles with strikers. The strike situ¬ 
ation Is unchanged. County Judge Hall 
and Adj. Gen. Murray held a long con¬ 
ference yesterday, arter which Gen. 
Murray went to Frankfort. The plans 
of the civil and military authorities 
were not made public. The strikers are 
preparing to build another house at 
their camp near Nortonville. 

Senator Dcboe saw the President yes¬ 
terday with reference to the charges 
that have been preferred against Geo. 
W. Lleberth. recently appointed Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue in the Cov¬ 
ington district. The charges include In¬ 
sobriety and gambling. The friends 
of Lleberth hope to clear his record 
and have arranged for another inter¬ 
view with the President. 


The Republicans In Congress are 
likely to split with the President on 
the question of patronage. It looks as 
If it were certain that the tariff ques¬ 
tion will come up and prove an annoy¬ 
ance. de spite the efforts of the Repub¬ 
lican leaders to prevent any steps la 
that direction. _ _ 

The Attorney General of Minnesota 
has notified Oov. Van Sant that after 
due investigation of the laws of the 
State he feels authorised to file suit to 
prevent the proposed combination of 
railroads in the State. He Is preparing 
the necessary papers. 

The forthcoming report of the Mer¬ 
chants' and Manufacturers' Associa¬ 
tion of Louisville is expected to show 
an Increase of from 15 to 20 per cent, 
in the business of the season Just end¬ 
ing over the same season last year. 

The State Board of Health of Ken¬ 
tucky has sent out a circular letter to 
the health authorities asking them to 
provide pesthouses and take all pre¬ 
cautionary steps to prevent the spread 
of smallpox this winter. 

The South Carolina and West Indian 
Exposition was formally opened at 
Charleston yesterday. Gov. M. B. Mr- 
Bweeney delivered a welcoming ad¬ 
dress, and Senator Chauncey M. Depew 
was the orator of the day. 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
DOMESTIC PROPERTY 


So Holds Supreme Court. Though 
Four Justices Dissent. 


DINGLEY TARIFF DOES NOT APPLY. 


Government Has No Right to Im¬ 
pose Customs On Imports 
Therefrom. 


A VIGOROUS DISSENT IN DOOLEY CASE. 


Court Holds, However, That Import Tax May Be 
Collected By Porto Rico Upon 
United States Exports. 


THE LEGISLATURE HAS POWER OF APPEAL 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Opinions were 
rendered in the United States Supreme 
Court to-day In the last two of the in¬ 
sular text,cases. One of them was that 
known as the "Fourteen Diamond 
Rings" case. involving the relationship 
of the United States to the Philippines 
from a tariff point of view, and the 
other what Is known as the Dooley case 
No. 2. Involving the constitutionality of 
of the collection of duty on goods ship¬ 
ped from New York to Porto Rico. 

In the former case the court, through 
Chittf Ju>tlce Fuller, held that the dia¬ 
mond rings brought In from the Phll- 
.'ppJnes and over which the case arose 
should have been exempt from duty 
under the Paris treaty of peace, os that 
treaty made the Philippines American 
territory. The decision in the Philippine 
case followed closely that of the first 
Potto Rican ease of last term. In the 
Dooley case, decided to-day. H was held 
that the duty collected on goods carried 
from New York to Porto Rico was per¬ 
missible. but that It was In reality a tax 
for the benefit of the Porto Ricans 
themselves rather than an export duty, 
as was claimed by the merchants who 
antagonized the Government in the case. 

In both cases there were dissenting 
opinions, concurred In by four of the 
nine Justices of the court. 

The decisions were rendered In the 
room of the Senate Committee on Ju¬ 
diciary, wdiere the court Is sitting tem¬ 
porarily, and owing to the limited space 
there were comparatively few persons, 
and those lawyers, present. The deliv¬ 
ery of the opinions In chief, with the 
reading of the dissenting opinions, con¬ 
sumed a little more than an hour of 
time, and were listened to with the 
closest attention. 

It Is generally believed that the find¬ 
ing In the Philippine case will lead to 
early efforts to secure legislation for the

After statlfg the case at some length 
Chief Justice Fuller quoted somewhat 
extensively from the opinion of this 
•-•ourt in the case of De Lima vs. Bid- 
well. His principal quotation from that 
case was the paragraph setting forth the 
theory that a country* remains foreign 
with respect to the tariff laws until Con¬ 
gress has acted by embracing it within 
the customs. The oplnlcn then continued 
as follows; 

No reason Is perceived for any different 
ruling as to the Philippines By the third 
article of the treaty Spain ceded to the 
United States ‘the archipelago known as 
the Philippine Islands.* and the United 
States agreed to pay to Spain the rum of 
twenty m lilon dollars w.thtn three 
months. The treaty was ratified; Con¬ 
gress appropriated the money; the rati¬ 
fication was prorLinvd Tne treaty-mik¬ 
ing power, the executive power, the Ug «- 
latlve power, concurred In the c;mpetian 
of the transaction. . , 

The Philippines thereby ceased, in the 
language of the treaty, "to be Spanish." 
Peas ng to b<* Spanish they cease to be a 
foreign country. They came under the 
compit-ie and absolute rov< ivignty and do¬ 
minion of the United States, and sj be¬ 
came territory of the United States, over 
, vermnent could i*« estab¬ 
lished. Th« result was the same, although 
there nue no stipulation that the native 
•uhabitants should b«* incorporated into 
the bodv politic, and none securing to 
them the right to cboow' their nationat- 
j'tv. Their allegiance became due to the 
United St at.»<, and they became tnf.led to 
Its protection.

Wo must decline to assume that the 
Government wishes thus to dLjmrage lha 
title of tire United States or to place Itself 
In the position of waging a war of con¬ 
quest. 

The sovereignty of Spain over the Phil¬ 
ippines* and possession under claim of ti¬ 
tle had existed for a long series of years 
prior to the war with the United States.

AMERICAN DESERTERS CAUSED 

MASSACRE OF NINTH INFANTRY. 


Traitors of This Stripe Arc Said To lie Cansing All 
tile Trouble In liatannas Province. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—According to 
Manila newspapers, copies of which 
have been received at the War Depart¬ 
ment, the massacre of Company C, 
Ninth Infantry, at Bulanglga. Samar. 
w*a» planned by deserters from the 
American army. The newspapers state 
that two such deserters are known to 
have acteJ as spies two days before the 
massacre. It is said that when the First 
Infantry* was relieved by the Ninth on 
the Island of Samar, these deserters 
obtained some uniforms which had got 
adrift during the transfer, and thus 
equipped, passed as American regu¬ 
lars. 

Deserters In Samar are becoming very 


bold. It Is stated, and It Is not an in¬ 
frequent sight to find notices, written 
in English. posted on trees and shrub¬ 
bery, Inviting Americans to Join the In¬ 
surgents and Instructing them how to 
enlist. 

It Is also said to be a generally under¬ 
stood fact that deserters from the 
Ninth cavalry icolored) are responsible 
for all the trouble the American troops 
have been having In Batangas province. 
It Is said that deserters from this regi¬ 
ment led the fight near Llpa In July. In 
which Capt. Wilhelm and Lieut. Ram¬ 
sey. Twenty-first Infantry, and Lieut. 
Lee. of the engineers, were killed. Gen. 
Smith. In Samar, and the Twentieth 
Infantry, In Batangas. are said to be hot 
on the trail of the deserters.

CHARGES AGAINST LIEBERTH. 


Washington. Dec. 2.—[Special.]—It 
was the same old thing In the opening 
of Congress to-day: "nothing new’," as 
Dan Daly would put It. There were 
flowers and a large attendance of the 
public, mostly of the gentle sex. The 
Republicans were cocky in appearance 
and showed up In great shape. In the 
language of one of them, "everything 
was going I heir way." and It looked 
that w-ay. But it will not be for long. 
The clouds are gathering over the party 
In power. The conditions that confront 
them are serious and the young man In 
the White House is going to give them 
a world of trouble. The rock that they 
will split on within the next year Is 
that of patronage. Without patronage 
the Republican party cannot hold to¬ 
gether six months. It has always been 
and Is now Its chief support. 

If President Roosevelt adheres to his 
present policy In regard to distributing 
the patronage he will split the Repub¬ 
lican party as wide open as did Cleve¬ 
land the Democratic party. In less 
than sixty days there will be a big row 
on between the President and the Re¬ 
publican leaders In the Senate. The 
Garfleld-Conkllng Imbroglio of 1S81 will 
not be a circumstance to what Is com¬ 
ing If the President thinks he can dis¬ 
regard the w’lshes of Congressmen In 
the selection of men ,to hold the offices 
he will soon discover his mistake. 

In the meantime the tariff question 
will come to the front In spite of the 
Republicans to smother It. The people 
are thinking more about the tariff and 
trusts these days than anything else of 
a public nature, and the more they 
think the stronger will grow r the senti¬ 
ment for lower taxes and a restriction 
to the monopolies.

Kansan Favors Revision. 

Representative Miller, a Republican 
member of the House from Kansas, 
holdn decided views on the tariff ques¬ 
tion. While he does not think that there 
should 1 m? any attempted revision at 
this time, he does believe that such a 
revision should be undertaken In the 
near future and that this work should 
be done by the Republican party. 

“This revision ought to be along the 
line of reduction." continued Mr. Miller. 
“The general Industries of our country 
rhould continue to be protected, at the 
same time provision should be made for 
the dlsj*«dtlon of our surplus produc¬ 
tion, which la Increasing In volume 
each year." 

*T am In favor at this time of reci¬ 
procity treaties with all countries where 
we can get opportunities (o market our 
products. 1 am decidedly opposed to 
having to pay more for goods at home, 


and which are made at home, than the 
some goods by the same makers sell for 
abroad, and there are many evidences 
that this la the case. ! am in favor of 
any legislation that will keep the trusts 
of this country from robbing our people 
as they* are doing to-day.”

To Make Extradition Mandatory. 


Representative Henry, of Texas, to¬ 
day Introduced a bill the effect of which 
If passed would compel the Governor of 
Indiana to surrender to the Governor of 
Kentucky W. S. Taylor, a fugitive from 
Justice now resident in Indianapolis. 
The title of the bill ls'to amend Section 
5278 of the revised statutes of the United 
States so that a fugitive from Justice 
cannot rely upon the political friendli¬ 
ness of any Governor of any State or 
Territory. It provides that when any 
executive of any State from which any 
fugitive from Justice has fled produces 
a copy of an indictment found on af¬ 
fidavit mad*- before a magistrate of any 
Stair- or Territory charging the person 
demanded with having committed trea¬ 
son, felony, or other crime, certified a.* 
authentic by the Governor of any State 
or Territory whence the person so 
charged has fled, such demand together 
with the Indictment or affidavit shall 
be conclusive and Indisputable proof to 
executive authority that such person Js 
a fugitive from Justice, and makes It 
mandatory upon the Governor of such 
State to cause the arrest of such fugi¬ 
tive and his person delivered to the 
agent of the State demanding him.

SESSION IS YERY BRIEF. 


The roll of members-elect then was 
called by States, amid an ever-InVreas- 
ir.g nproar of voices, as conversation 
became general throughout the hull.

A general 
laugh followed as Mr. Nevill (Neb.j 
placed in nomination Mr. Stark, of h.<* 
own State, who is now' the only other 
Populist acting independently. Messrs. 
Rumple (Iowa), McClellan (New’ York), 
Bates (Rep.. Pa.) and Maddox (Dein.. 
Ga.) were appointed tellers. Th* re- 
pult was: Henderson. 1»0; Richardson, 
149; Stark. 1; Cummings (N. V.>. 1. 
Messrs. Richardson. Sturk nnd Cum¬ 
mings were appointed a committee to 
escort the Speaker to the chair. As 
Gen. Henderson appeared, two minutes 
later, on the arm of Mr. Richardson, 
the Speaker was grreted with a great 
outburst of applause from both side* of 
the House. Mr. Richardson introduced 
him In half a dozen words.

Address cf the Speaker. 

The Speaker addressed the House 
briefly, saying: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representa¬ 
tives: This high honor which you have 
conferred upon me 1 profoundly appreci¬ 
ate. AH the more do i appreciate it, 
coming as It does with this generous ex¬ 
pression from tw»lh shies of the chamber. 
There is yet left another method for a 
presiding officer to express his apprecia¬ 
tion of such un honor, that is, by a 
kindly, firm and faithful administration 
of the law* and the rules that govern this 
hotly. It will he my aim to dlsrhargc 
Impartially the duties of this office. As I 
said at the opening of the last Congress, 
no presiding officer can successfully ud- 
mlnistet th* duties of hla office until ho 
has the support of the body over which 
he presides. 1 naked for It then: you 
gave it to me throughout the entire Con¬ 
gress. Permit me once more to invoke 
that patience, kindness and splendid sup¬ 
port w-htch was accorded to me in the 
last Congress. 

The mukrr of laws should not he a 
breaker of law s. \V> nrocei d under law 
and rules; and the duties devolving upon 
each and all of the membership of this 
House will he far better conserved If this 
principle Is kept in mind and acted upon. 
Again sincerely thanking each and nil of 
you. I am ready to take the prescribed 
oath of office. (Applause.) 

The honor of administering the oath 
to the Speaker fell to Mr. Bingham of 
Pennsylvania, the oldest numb** of the 
House in point of continuous service. 
The Speaker then. In turn, administered 
the oath to the inembere-clect. Th >y 
came forward in State delegations as 
their names were called. At the enn- 
cluPlon of thle ceremony the Speaker 
laid before the House th*’ resignation of 
Nicholas Muller, as a Repre^ntatlve 
from the Seventh congressional district 
of New York, to take effect Decem¬ 
ber 1.

They Cover a Wide Range. From Pa¬ 
cific Cable To Lynching. 

Washington. Dec. 2.—It wa* estimated 
by officials of the House that over 3.000 
bills had been Introduced before 12 
o'clock to-day.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


DECREASE FOR NOVEMBER OF 
OVER ELEVEN MILLIONS. 


The Comparative Statement of Gov¬ 
ernment Receipts and Expendi¬ 
tures For the Month. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business November 30, 
1001, the debt, less cosh In the treasury, 
amounted to $1,011,626,445, a decrease for 
the month of $11,206,512. 

The debt Is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest bearing debt, $940,062,330; debt 
on which interest has ceased since ma¬ 
turity. $1,340,040; debt bearing no Inter¬ 
est, $386,878,872. Total, $1,337,282,142. 

This amount, however, does not in¬ 
clude $809,917,089 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash on 
hand which is held for their redemp¬ 
tion. The cash In the treasury is classi¬

CROP CONDITIONS 

DURING NOVEMBER. 


Outlook For Winter Wheat In the 
Ohio Valley Not Regarded As 
Promising. 


Washington. Dec. 2.—The Weather 
Bureau to-day issued the following 
summary of crop conditions for the 
month of November; 

The month as a whole was very dry, 
with temperatures averaging above nor¬ 
mal west of the Mississippi river, while 
to the eastward of the Mississippi It was 
colder than usuul. 

The whole winter wheat area4 has suf¬ 
fered to a greater or less extent from In¬ 
sufficient moisture during November. 
Winter wheat Is. however, reported in 
promising condition in Kansas, Western 
Missouri and generally In Illinois. In 
Central and Eastern Missouri, and gen¬ 
erally throughout the Ohio valley ami 
Middle Atlantic States the conditions of 
the crop Is not promising, although It 
was somewhat Improved by rains In the 
latter part of the month. In the upper 
Ohio valley and Michigan much seed ng 
was purposely delayed to avoid the Hes¬ 
sian fly. In the Pacific Coast States the 
outlook for fall-sown grain Is very prom¬ 
ising. especially In California

As the president or cashier 
of the bank Is liable for the tax upon the 
stock, you cun assess It to them as a 
whole when they so desire. Please send 
to this office duplicates of returns made 
by all corporatlons-gas companies, water 
works, electric lights, street railroads, 
banks and Insurance companies—for the 
use of the State Board of Equalizers In 
comparing tne assessments. 

Under tits preeenl nt the law 

provides for the actual cash value of all 
property, which l* the only practicable 
basis upon which taxes can be made equal 
and uniform. If you will assess all prop¬ 
erty at Its actual cash value, it will make 
nil taxes equal and uniform, as the Con¬ 
stitution contemplates. While the valua¬ 
tion may In this way be increased, It will 
result In no hardship, ns the rate of taxa¬ 
tion for county and school purposes can be 
proportionately lowered and yet produce 
the same revenue.

J. M. Robinson, Norton & Co. has 
been incorporated under the laws of 
New York, with a capital stock of $1,- 
000.000. Mr. Alvah L. Terry, Mr. Doug¬ 
las Barclay, member* of the firm, and 
Mr. W. L. Howell, the firm's New York 
representative, were the incorporators. 
The reason for the use of only three 
name* as Incorporators Is that the New 
York law only requires thl* number. 

The selection by this great Louisville 
business firm of a foreign State In 
which to Incorporate Itself has tended 
to draw attention to Kentucky's laws of 
Incorporation. 

“The question,” as a business man 
«5ald yesterday, “is what should our next 
Legislature do which would tend to 
making ihe State the horpe, if not of 
capital, at least a desirable place where 
home capital would be Xfiling to unite 
and Incorporate. 

•*Tfte chief objection to our present 
laws as to corporations is the double 
liability law*. This was, as I take it. 
aimed at ’wildcat' schemes, but it has 
operated with the greatest disadvant¬ 
age to legitimate business. 

"Take any firm In a legitimate busi¬ 
ness of good financial standing. It Is 
Incorporated under the Kentucky law. 
It is solid financially—does not sell all 
its stock, reserves some and in the 
course of healthy growth wishes to 
cover in some of its reserved stock. 
Our State law* prohibits this, for Sec¬ 
tion 54 of the Kentucky Statutes, say 
that 'no corporation shall take as se¬ 
curity for any debt, a lien upon any 
part of its capital stock, or be the 
holder or purchaser of any part there¬ 
of, unless such lien or purchase shall 
bo necessary to prevent loss upon a 
debt previously contracted. 

“Our legislators were not satisfied 
with this restriction, for they added 
'and stock so purchased shall In no case 
be held by the corporation for a longer 
time than one year.' 

“A further penalty on stockholders 
is that the transfer of stock does not 
operate ns a release of liability and con¬ 
tinues for two years. 

“In these provisions of our law* you 
have the explanation of legitimate Ken¬ 
tucky Interests going to other States 
for incorporation." 

The New* York law* under which J. 
M. Robinson, Norton & Co. has been in¬ 
corporated has only been In effect since 
April. It has a single liability pro¬ 
vision, and its Incorporating tax Is 
about one-half of Kentucky’s require¬ 
ment. In the case of J. M. Robinson. 
Norton & Co., the tax In New York 
wa 3 $500. while In Kentucky It w’ould 
have been $1,000. Of course, this D a 
minor consideration. 

Among the other provisions of the 
New York corporation law are an an¬ 
nual tax on the capital employed In the 
State—which Includes the average 
monthly bank baJances f*»r the year in 
the State. In addition to this, there Is 
a graduuted tax on dividends, but none 
of the taxation Is onerous.

Fifth—By cultivating a social spirit 
so as to counteract the social spirit of 
the saloons. 

Sixth — By legislation looking to the 
prohibition of the traffic entirely. 

8eventh — By the appointment of a 
temperance secretary by each of the de¬ 
nominations. 

Mrs. R P. Ha Meek made a plea that 
people should not buy goods manufac¬ 
tured in sweat shops. She explained 
the Idea of the Consumers' League, 
every member of which agrees not to 
purchase such goods.

SECRETARY ROOT RECOMMENDS 
MORE LIBERAL FOREST¬ 
RY LAWS. 


ADVANCES IN EDUCATION. 


Washington, Dec. 2—[Special.]—In 
his annual report on afTalrs hi the Phil¬ 
ippines, Secretary of War Root gives 
much space to the con^deratlon of for¬ 
estry and the forestry laws at present 
prevailing. He also lays much stress on 
the advances made In educational fa¬ 
cilities and the great Improvement In 
the Uplands during the pas»t fiscal year. 

In regard to forestry, Secretary' Koot 
says the present laws are Inadequate 
to the needs of the Islands. There should 
be such liberal laws, he believes, as 
will permit more lumber to be cut. 
During the past year there was a little 
more than 4.00C.000 cubic feet of timber 
cut, whereas the annual growth would 
Justify the cutting of Mbo.000.000 cubic 
feet, or three hundred times as much 
aa was cut. 

The Secretary also speaks of the ne- 
ce«-ity of Instructing the natives along 
agricultural lines, believing many plants 
and vegetables not grown there now 

could easily be cultivated. 

• • • 

Enormous Timber Tracts. 


The most evident and striking element 
of wealth In the Philippine lslunds con¬ 
sists of Its forests. The official geograph¬ 
ic statistics of 1876 fix the forest area at 
51,537.243 acres. In lb90 Fernando Castro 
estimated the forest area at 4MU\i*J») 
acres. But n small part of this vast area 
Is in private ownership, ond there are 
probably between 40,000,000 and 60,000.000 
acres of forget land w*hich formerly be¬ 
longed to the Crown of Spain, and by 
the treaty of Paris became the property 
of the United States. Pine, cedar, ma¬ 
hogany and hundreds of hard woods, val¬ 
uable dye woods and rubber and gutta- 
jiercha trees exist In immense quantities. 

From time Immemorial the Inhabitants 
of the islands have been ttecuafomed to 
resort to these public forests for their 
firewood am! lumber in the exercise of 
.rights under licenses regulated by law. 
The forestry laws nnd regulations of 
Spuln in the Philippines, while affording 
this use of the public forests to the peo¬ 
ple. aimed at the establishment of a sci¬ 
entific system of forestry similar to that 
which exists In Germany and other 
European countries. These regulations 
were, however, not adequately enforced. 
Upon the military occupation of the 
country by the American forces. It was 
determined, If possible, to enforce tho 
system and nt the same time preserve 
and utilize the forests. The principle fol¬ 
lowed under such a system. Instead of 
cutting the tre**s at once and leaving 
waste land. Is to cut only the full-grown 
trees, leaving the smaller trees to grow 
and In their turn become ready for cut¬ 
ting In n never-ending series. The an¬ 
nual growth of these forests Is estimated 
at fourteen hundred million <l.40O.0O),0Q0> 
cubic feet, about three times the cut of 
lumber for 1900 In the entire United 
Suites. At present more than 99 per 
cent, of this annual growth Is going to 
waste. With proper treatment It may 
be made an Inexhaustible source of 
wealth.

Forestry Bureau Organized. 


JEWELRY, ETC. 


The Forestry Bureau was accordingly 
organized by the Military Governor on 
April 14. 1900, and placed under the direc¬ 
tion of Cnpt. George P. Ahern, of the 
Ninth United States Infantry, an officer 
of experience and extensive study In for¬ 
estry matters. A small force of foresters 
and rangers was employed, and a care¬ 
ful study of the forests was entered upon. 
On June 27, 1900, the S*inlsh regulations 
were re-enacted with lueh amendments 
as were necessary to adjust them to the 
changed conditions. In a general order of 
the Military Governor, known as General 
Order No. 92, which went into effect on 
July 1. 19D0, and the lssuo of licenses for 
the cutting of marked tree* of full 
growth and down timber for firewood 
and for lumber, under the regulations 
and supervision of the officers of the For¬ 
estry Bureau, was continued. 

The total number of timber licenses is¬ 
sued from the organization of the For¬ 
estry Bureau on July 1. 1900, to October 
22. 1901. has been 477. 

AH of these license are limited to one 
year, ami 196 expire by limitation Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1901. They wer*> distributed among 
forty-one different provinces and sma.ll 1*1- 
and*. Under them there was cut between 
July 1. 1900. and Jtiro- ft). 1901, 2.439.431 
cubic feet of ttml*r and 2.000.000 cubic feet 
of firewood, yielding a revenue to the .n- 
sular government of $199,373.11 (Mexican!. 
The aggregate of -there cuttings, amount¬ 
ing to 4,439,431 cubic feet. Is lee* than 
one-third of 1 per cent, of the estimated 
annual growth of the forests, so that If 
a perfect forestry system were applied 
three hundred times as much could be 
cut each year without decreasing the sup¬ 
ply. Three times a* much was cut for 
mmbor alone during the year 1900 In Ala¬ 
bama. three t:m*s a* much In Missouri, 
Fix time* as mu -h In Mississippi, eight 
time* os much In Louisian*, ten times 
us much in Arkunsa*. eleven times as 
much In Texas, twenty times a« much In 
Oregon and twenty-five times a* much In 
Wash 1 ngUon—eighty-flvc time* as much In 
these eight State*, although the popula¬ 
tion of the Philippine Island* Is about 
one tenth of -the population of the entire 
United States.

Lumber Imported. 


The amount cut has proved to be In¬ 
adequate to the wants of the community. 
The inaccessibility of the forests, the ab¬ 
sence of railroads and the prohibition 
nganst building them, the lack of proper 
tools and machinery and skilled labor, 
have combined with the limitations lm- 
|x*w«d by the forestry regulations to make 
it Impossible to get enough timber for th« 
uses of tne people. About ft) per cent, of 
the timber cm has been used by the Gov¬ 
ernment In the construction of barracks, 

, stc-rehouse*. bridges and other public 
| work*, and with 40 , 0 ro.«wi) acres of tbe 
I finest timber In the world standing in the 
] islands, great numbers of native property 
| owner* have been unable to rebuild their 
I homes destroyed chiring the war. and the 
Government hn<* been obl'gel :o Import 
from the United .States nearly I.OOO.OW ffeft 
| of lumber for lt« absolutely necessary 
co rust rue th m.

COMBINE EXPECTS TO CONTROL 
SPIRITS ASSOCIATION. 


PRELIMINARY MEETING HELD. 


Cincinnati. Dec. 2.—Preliminary to 
the annual meeting here to-morrow of 
the United States Spirits Association, 
the officers and executive committee¬ 
men have been In consultation to-day. 
The executive committeemen present 
were W. N. Hobart, chairman, and J. 
Walter Frclbergen, secretary, Cincin¬ 
nati; E. T. Corning, treasurer. Peoria, 
Ill.; P. J. Hennessy. Chicago; H. M. J. 
Cardoza, president, Philadelphia, and 
Edson Bradley and Samuel M. Price, 
New York. About fifty distributors 
are expected to-morrow. Angelo Myers, 
of New York, will represent tho Dis¬ 
tilling companies of America, known sl« 
“the whisky trust,” and including the 
Kentucky Distillers* Warehouse Com¬ 
pany. the Standard Distilling Company, 
the Spirits Distilling Company, the 
American Spirits Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany and the Hannls Distilling Com¬ 
pany, Samuel M. Rice being president 
of the distilling combine as well aa 
a member of the executive committee 
of the United States Spirits Associa¬ 
tion, which Is composed of distributors. 
As Treasurer Corning, of Peoria, Is 
building a distillery. It Is held that he 
will not be eligible for re-election, but 
no other changes are mentioned and 
the rules may he suspended for Com¬ 
ing’s re-election. 

The meeting of officers to-day was 
secret and the general meeting to-mor¬ 
row will be behind closed doors, but 
members admit that the operation of 
Independent distilleries will be consid¬ 
ered as well as decreasing the output 
of the distilleries that are in thb com¬ 
bine. 

The principal contention Is over the 
protest of the United States Spirits As¬ 
sociation against the recent advance in 
prices which the distributors claim Is 
much greater than the advance in com. 

The failure to efTect an agreement be¬ 
tween the Spirits Association and the 
distilling companies would mean a war. 
The Spirits Association members are 
loud In their protestations that the 
trust is making; too much money off 
them and at the expense of their busi¬ 
ness. There is one feature of the fight 
which may have its effect and that is 
the dual connection of a number of 
members of both organizations. 

The two most powerful members of 
the trust—Samuel Rice, president of 
the distilling companies of America, 
and H. M. J. Cardoza, president of the 
Standard Distilling Companies—are 
both in the directorate of the Spirits 
Association, and tf their Influence, with 
that of others similarly connected, can 
overcome the protests of the Spirits 
Association, everything will be satis¬ 
factorily arranged, and If not, then 
the trust will « l 0ier have to back down 
in the price of spirits or have a war 
with the distributors.

NEW RIVER FIELD COAL DEAD. 

New York Capitalists Expect To Soon 
Take Over the Property. 

Charleston, W. Va., Dec. 2.—[Special.] 
—John C. Scott and Alven Beveridge, of 
New York, came here to-day to meet 
with the cool operators of the New river 
field, upon whose operations they had 
secured optloms of purchase during the 
past summer. About Hxty days ago 
these men met here, and the options 
which then fell due were extended for 
sixty day* the time expiring to-day. 

At to-day’a meeting Mr. Scott told 
the operators that the only thing stand¬ 
ing in the way of closing the deal was 
the prices at which the options were 
taken were regarded as too high, and 
appealed to them to consent to a reduc¬ 
tion. The appeal Mas met by a unan¬ 
imous acquleiKnce, the reductions being 
very considerable a.nd making the prices 
satisfactory. Mr. Scott than asked that 
the life of the options be further ex¬ 
tended sixty days more, and that re¬ 
quest was also agreed to. so that the 
options* now have to the 1st of Feb¬ 
ruary to run. und call for prices which 
the purchasers have said were satis¬ 
factory. 

These options are held upon 90 per 
cent, of the coal operations of the New 
river field. Messrs. Scott and Beveridge 
do not heeltate to say t hxal they are 
acting In behalf of the Ch-vmpeake and 
Ohio railroad

FOR MRS. BONINE. 


All Say That She Evinced No Par¬ 
ticular Partiality Toward James 
Seymour Ayres. 


Washington. Dec. 2.—The defense In 
the oa.*« of Mrs. Lola Ida Bonin*, 
charged with the murder of James Sey¬ 
mour Ayres, to-day began the introduc¬ 
tion of testimony and pDced fifteen wit¬ 
nesses on the stand before the coui t ad¬ 
journed for the day. The line of exam¬ 
ination showed that the purpose was to 
establish that Mrs. Bonlne evinced no 
particular partiality toward Ayres anti 
that her conduct and bearing toward 
him differed in no respect from that 
displayed toward other guests of the 
hotel.

Bonlne, and that at these dances her 
bearing toward Ayres wnt* nothing out 
Of the ordinary H had be*»n tier habit, 
he said, when the dancers were not 
prompt fri their attendance, to g** to 
their room*, and urge them to cotne 
down. IK* said on cross-examination 
that he understood it had been Mr*. 
Bonlne'* intention to leave the hotel, 
but after the tragedy he had Advised 
her It would l>e Improper to do so until 
the affair was cleared up. 

Richard L. Jenkx testified that he 
heard Mrs. Bonlne giving Ayres advice 
against drinking to excess. 

George B. Gardner, assistant attor¬ 
ney In the Interior Department, to 
whom Mrs. Bonlne first told h*r story, 
and who was one of the Government 
witnesses, testified that on the night of 
th- t ! ■ r, Mis. H< 

and Ayres dancing together and had 
observed nothing unusual In their con¬ 
duct. 

David C. Mooney, a clerk in the sixth 
auditor's office. «a!d he had observed 
Mrs. Bonlne dance with Ayres, but saw 
nothing in her attitude toward him dif¬ 
fering from that toward others. Similar 
testimony was given by others. 

Pne of the Jurors was taken suddenly 
III. but with the aid of a physician man¬ 
aged to continue throughout the day. 

The trial will be resumed to-morrow.

STRIKERS STILL IN CAMP. 


After Conference With County Judge 
Hall, Adjt. Gen. Murray Left 
For Frankfort. 


PLANS ARE KEPT A SECRET. 


Madlsonvtlle. Ky., Dec. 2.—[Special ] 
—The St. Bernard Coal Company, of 
Earllngton, Is no more. What was for¬ 
merly known as the St Bernard Coni 
Company Is now known as the 8t. Ber¬ 
nard Mining Company, of Dover, P*»la. 
The company was reorganized to-day, 
and It la now a foreign corporation. 

Nothing has as yet been made public 
as to the action the civil and military 
authorities will take regarding the 
strike situation here. County Judge 
Hall and Adjt. Gen. Murray were In 
conference at the Luclle Hotel for some 
time thlk* morning. What passed be¬ 
tween them Is not known, but Imme¬ 
diately after the conference was ended 
Gen. Murnty boarded the noon train, 
saying he was going to Frankfort. It 
is said he has gone there to discuss 
with Gov. Beckham the strike situation 
here and map out a plan of campaign 
to restore law and order in the mining 
regions of Hopkins and Webster coun¬ 
ties. 

It Is the opinion of nearly every one 
here thal the plan forecast in Satur¬ 
day's Courier-Journal will be the plan 
adopted, as from all appearances It 
seems to be the only remedy untried. 
Many of both the union and nonunion 
elements believe that the proposed ac¬ 
tion of the authorities would have no 
effect whatever; while on the other 
hand many believe It would be the 
means of ending the lawlessness and 
disorder.

Citizens Will Support Plan. 


If Judge Hall and Gen. Murray adopt 
this plan they will have the hearty 
support of all the best citizens, who are 
not Interested in the fight In any way. 
All thee* people desire Is law and or¬ 
der. A prominent oral operator told the 
Courier-Journal correspondent that If 
this plan was carried out to the letter 
there would be no mure trouble in this 
district, and he believed it was a step 
|p tjif* right direction. 

“If both sides are disarmed,” said he, 
“an J the soldier* left to guard the mines 
anti property of the companies there 
will be no more of this midnight shoot¬ 
ing and the trouble will be at an end. 
All we ask Is that our men be allowed 
to work without interference. If they 
want to Join the union let them do so of 
their own accord and not be forced In¬ 
to it at the point of the Winchester.” 

About two hundred strikers were In 
the union camp or boarding-house this 
afternoon. More than half this number 
spent last night there. The camp is In 
charge of Thomas Rooney and Chcr’es 
Wells, both of whom are members of 
the District Executive Board of the IT.

Strikers Will Build Another House.

Inspector. 


NEEDED AT CENTRAL YARDS. 


The Kentucky State Board of Health 
ha* d**clded Jo adopt Ftringent measures 
to prevent the spread of smallpox In 
Kentucky thi* winter. At a meeting of 
the board h«dd at the Galt House yes¬ 
terday aft'Tnoon. Dr. J. N. McCormack, 
the secretary, wan instructed to Issue 
no appeal to every county b;wrd of 
health In the State to erect eruptive 
hospital* and to be prejqiT 'd to take 
care ,oT the die a-?o should the occasion 
demand it. This address will be i»- 
mied to every county, but. of course, 
it is only Intended for those counties 
which have not adopted this precaution¬ 
ary measuie. Dr. McCormack was also 
Instructed to api>eal to every person in 
the State who haa not b*'en vaccinated 
to conform with the law Immediately, 
a* the situation In the State Is sueh at 
present that it demand* that evety pre¬ 
cautionary measure possible be taken 
at once. The State Board of Health 
consider* every man a menace to the 
health of the State who refused to have 
himself vaccinated. 

• • • 

Smallpox In Ten Counties. 


Dr. McCormack said last night that 
ten count lea In the State were Infected 
wdth small pox, but he did not expect a 
spread of the disease unless people re¬ 
fused to comply with the law. He said 
the dJseaao existed In Bath. Breathitt, 
Fleming. Knox, Union, Crittenden, 
Washington, Owen, Fayette and Bell 
countie*. In all but the two latter 
counties, the disease Is confined to the 
country districts, and he think* that 
the county boards will be able to cope 
with the situation. In Fayette county, 
the disease is confined to mgToes In 
the city of Lexington, but he does not 
expect an epidemic, as the Board of 
Health there la an efficient one and fully 
able to cop* wdth the tduiatlon. In Bel] 
county, the cases are confined to the, 
city of Plneville. 

Dr. McCormack says that two-thlrda 
«.f Che p •: ulation of th Stall 
of the cities have not been vaccinated 
within the time prescribed .by law, and 
it is the Intention of the ?tate Board 
to do all In Its power to have every 
person vaccinated at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment. 

• • • 

Situation Is Critical. 


He believe* that every county board 
of health and every county official will 
cooperate wdth th** State Board and 
prevent the spread of the disease. While 
he did not want to appear sensational, 
he wanted the public to understand that 
the situation was extremely critical. 

According to the figures given by Dr. 
McCormack, there are sixty cases at 
jAckeKm, in Breathitt county; eleven or 
more In and about Marlon. In Critten¬ 
den county; about twenty-five in Wash¬ 
ington county; several in Bell county, 
and a few ca.Hes among the negroes at 
Lexington. Dr. McCormack suys if the 
proper steps are taken at once, there 
need lie no fear of the disease spread¬ 
ing.

Inspector At Central Yards. 

The State Board als»3 held a meeting 
yesterday with the County Board of 
Health and representatives of lhe Cliy 
Board to make some arrangements for 
Inspecting the cattle and oth*r live 
stock brought to the Central Stockyards. 
After the quevtlcn of inspecting the 
stock was discussed, a committee com- 
poeed of Dr. M. K. Allen and Dr*. 
Mathews, Bailey und Wathen was ap- 
poliuted to call upon the Fiscal Court 
this morning and make some definite 
arrangement* about appointing an m- 
tpector and fixing his salary. Mr. Mor¬ 
ton Joyes. the County Attorney, and a 
representative of the Central Stock- 
yards conferred with the boards, and 
promised to lend their asnitftanee in 
having the stock properly Inspected. As 
the yard* are located outside the city 
limits. It l* necessary for the Fiscal 
CVuirt to act.

Four Justices Dissent. 


Justices Gray, White, Bhiras and Mc¬ 
Kenna united In d s* niing from the 
court’s opinion In the Philippine case, 
but they filed no written rtatement be- 
yoirl a mere note, in which they said 
i!.»t they “dissented for the reasons 
stated In their n(Hnh»ns in the cases of 
Dc L ina vs. Bid .veil. Dooley vs. the 
United State*, and Downes vs. lihhvell 
In the last term of the court." 

• • • 

History of the Case. 


Much interest has been manifested In 
the Philippine case because of the prob¬ 
ability of legislation relating to the 
Philippine* at the approaching session 
of Congress. 

The record shows that Pepkc, who 
was the respondent In the court be¬ 
low*. Wus a soldier In the army the 
United States In the Island of Luzon. 
That white there and after the ratifi¬ 
cation of the peace treaty he purchased 
the fourteen diamond rings which are 
Involved In the case. 

He afterward brought these rings, 
wdille still in the service of the United 
States, aboard the United States vessel 
transporting his regiment to San Fran¬ 
cisco, where he was mustered out. Laiter 
he came with the ring* to Chicago, 
where the rings were seized hy the cus¬ 
toms officers under the claim that the 
Philippine Islands were f> re gn te rlto:y 
and merchandise brought from these 
island* to the United States were sub¬ 
ject to custom* duties, which were paid 
by Pepke. Pepke set up the claim that 
the imposition of duties upon merchan¬ 
dise under the circumstances was con¬ 
trary to the Constitution of the United 
States and in violation of his right as 
a citizen. 

The case came to the Supreme Court 
from the District Court of thj United 
States for the northern division of Illi¬ 
nois. In that court the facts set up In 
Pepke's petition were admitted by de¬ 
murrer, filed by the United States and 
that court sustained the demurrer, over¬ 
ruling the plea and entering judgment 
against the merchandise thus seized and 
directing that it be sold in accordance 
with the law* and fvom this decision the 
present w rit of error was prosecuted. 

• • • 

Second Dooley Case. 


The Supreme Court also decided the 
second of the Dooley cases, Involving 
the constitutionality of the law of April 
12, providing for the collection of duty 
on articles shipped from the United 
State* into Porto Rico. The decision 
,was rendered by Justice Brown. 

I The Government is sustained In thi* 
case. 

Thl* case grows out of the impo¬ 
sition of tarift duties on goods shipped 
from New York to Porto Rico May 
l, 1900. to October 23 of the same year, 
under the net of April 12, 1900, provid¬ 
ing revenue* and a civil government 
far Porto Rico, the sum involved being 
$1,433. This money was collected at 
Porlo Rico on goods shipped to that 
port by Dooley. Smith & Co., to their 
agent, who is In San Juan. The col¬ 
lections were Imposed under that por¬ 
tion of the law in question which pro¬ 
vides that “all merchandise coming 
into Porto Rico from the United State* 
sjiall be entered at the several porta 
of entry upon payment of 15 per cent, 
of the duties which are required to be 
levied, collected and paid upon like ar¬ 
ticles of merchandise lmjHirted from 
foreign countries Into the United Statea 
under the Dlgley tariff law.*' 

. Dooley. Smith A Co. brought stilt In 
the Circuit Dourt of the United States 
for the southern district of New York 
to recover the money paid by them 
which they declared had bef^n wrong¬ 
fully collected at San Juan. To their 
petition the Unlterj States demurred, on 
the ground that the court hud m> Juris¬ 
diction of the subject of the action and 
on the further ground that the com¬ 
plaint did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action. Judge La- 
combe. of the New York court, sus¬ 
tained the demurrer upon the second 
point. The cose was carried from hla 
court to the Supreme Court. The con¬ 
tention on the part of Dfxilcy’q counsel 
was that Congress had not the power 
under the Constitution to Impose taxe* 
or duties such as were levied under the 
act of April 12 upon articles taken Into 
Porto Ttlcan ports from other part* of 
the United States. Porto Rico being 
an Integral portion of the nation. 

• • • 

The Majority Opinion. 

In the Dooley case Justice Brown’s 
opinion held that, as Porto Rico Is m>t 
foreign territory, the goods shipped to 
Porto Rico ate not exports, but w’hether 
exports or imports, the wide range of 
Congress in the’ matter of taxation was 
sufficient for a contingency of this 
character. At lest, he said, the duty 
was a temporary exoedient. and as it 
was explicitly provided In the Foraker 
Act that, the Porto Rican Legislature 
could change the character of the en¬ 
actment. it was held that the Foraker 
Act was merely legislation in the in¬ 
terest of Porto Rico. The Foraker Act 
was sustained on the groundi/lald down 
in the Downs case, another of the In¬ 
sular cases decided at the last term. 
The decision of the lowrer court was af¬ 
firmed. Justice Brown explicitly said 
that the opinion was not to be construed 
as a Justification of export duties. Jus¬ 
tice White concurred In the result, but 
delivered an independent* decision. 

• • • 

Cause For the Suit. 

Justice Brow*n said that the duths 
levied were attacked on the ground 
that they violated the clause of the 
Constitution declaring that “no tax or 
duty shall be lnid on articles exported 
from any State.” 

The court, he sxJd. in the cose of 
Woodruff vs. Parham, had held that 
the w'ord “import” In omnedton with 
taw provision of the Constitution, “that 
no State shall levy any ImjNost* <*• 
duties on Imports or exports,” applied 
only to article* imported from foreign 
countries nto the United States. In 
that cane Justit" Miller, \vh*n delivered 
the opirlon of tin> court, said: 

Jt Is not too much to sav, so f.ir ns re¬ 
search has extended, that u. |th. r the 
wonls “export’’ or “Import 1 nor * Im¬ 
posts ‘ are to be found In the discussion 
of this Hubject, a» they have come down 
to us from that time, in reference to any 
other than foreign commerce without 
some special form of words to show that 
foreign commerce Is not meant W hether 
we look then to the terms of th<- clause 
of tho Constitution In question or it* ro- 
I fit Ion to other part* of that Instrument 
or to the history of its formation and 
adoption or the comments of the eminent 


men who took part In those transactions, 
we are forced to the conclusion that n*> 
Intention existed to prohibit by this 
clause. 

• • • 

Impost As Export Tax. 

This dvflniton of t*hi? wwd imprests 
had afterward been approved In the 
case of Brown vf Hooetcn. Proc* 1- 
Ing, ho said that if tlbcn Porto R co be 
no longer a foreign country und r th* 
Dlngley act, as was held by a majority 
of the court in Dellma v*. Bid well, it I* 
impossible to *»*>* that g• ds carried 
from New York lo Poru» R ca.n be 
cum?idt»Tvd tie ’’exported” from New 
York within the m aning of that 
clause of the Cone titutbrn. If they are 
nel-.her exports r> r imports, they are 
still liable t 1 * tax*Hl by Oongr ss un¬ 
der the ample nml comprehensive au¬ 
thority conferred by thf Coa<t>*tu*i cr, 
“to lav und collect taxes, dunes, im¬ 
post* and excise* ”

And by Section 4. “The duties and taxes 
collected In Porto Rico In pursuance of 
this act shall not be covered Into the 
Reneral fund of the Treasury, but shall

Now* there can be doubt whatever that 
If the legislative assembly of Porto Rico 
should, with the consent of Congr-es, lay 
a tax upon goods arriving from port* of 
the UnAed States, such tax. If legally 
Imposed, would be a duty upon Imports to 
Porto Rico and not upon *-x|>orts from 
the United States; and we think the same 
result must follow If the duty be laid by 
Congress In the Interest and for the bene¬ 
fit of Porto Rico. 

The truth is that in Imposing the duty 
o*» a temporary expedient, with a pro¬ 
viso that tt may be uboli-hed by the leg¬ 
islative assembly of Porto Rico ait Its will. 
Congress chows that It 1* undertaking to 
legislate for the island temporarily uni 
only, until the local government U* put 
into operation. The mere fact that the 
duty passes through the hand* of the 
revenue officer* of the Unite I States !§ m- 
materi&l In view of the requirement that 
tt *hnll nert be covered into the geneml 
fund of the Treasury, but bo held as a 
separate fund for th* government and 
benefit of Porto Rico. 

• • • 

Cites Previous Case. 

The action l* really correlative to that 
of Downes v*. B'dwoll, in which we held 
that Congress could lawfully Impose a 
duty on import* from Porto Rico, noi- 
wvthstand ng the provision of the Oonstl- 
lui.on that all duties. Imposts and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the UnlfeJ 
Bfate*. 

It is true that this conclusion was reach¬ 
ed by a majority of the court by different 
processes of reaeonlng, but it Is none the 
less true that, in the conclusion that 
certain provisions of the Constitution did 
apply to Potto Rico, and that certain oth¬ 
ers did not. there wa* no difference of 
opinion. 

It U not intended by this opinion to 
inornate that Uongres.- may lay an ex¬ 
port tax upon merchand *e carrbd from 
one Ftiite to another While this doe; 
not seem to be forbidden by the expre.m 
worth* of the Constitution, it would be ex¬ 
tremely difficult. If not lmt»o**lble, to lay 
such a tax without a violation of the first 
paragraph of Article 1, Section 8 that “all 
duties. Imposts snd excises fhall be uni¬ 
form throughDut the Un ted State*.’* There 
i* a wide difference between the full and 
paramount power of Congress In legislat¬ 
ing for a territory In the condition of 
Porto Rico and ks powr with respect 
the States which 1* merly incident to 11* 
right to regulate Interstate commerce. The 
question, however. Is not Involved in tht* 
caze and we <k> not desire to express an 
opinion upon H. These duties were prop¬ 
erly collected^ and the action of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court m sustaining the demurrer to 
the complaint was correct, and It is, there¬ 
fore, affirmed.

Dissenting Opinion. 

The Chief Justice and Justices Har¬ 
lan. Brower and Perkham united In a 
dissenting opinion In the Dooley case, 
which was handed down by the Chief 
Justice. They held that the duty im¬ 
posed was export In character and that 
the facr that It was levied f *r the bene¬ 
fit of Porto Rico did not change* it* 
character. 

The dissenting opinion In part Is as 
follow*: • 

The power to regulate Interstate com¬ 
merce was granted In order that trade be¬ 
tween the State* might be left free from 
discriminating l.-gielatlon and not to Im¬ 
part the power to create antagonistic com- 
m. rolal relations between them. The pro¬ 
hibition of preference of ports was coupbd 
with the prohibition of taxation on arti¬ 
cle* exported. The citizens of each £tato 
were declared “entitled to nil privileges 
and immunities of citizens in the several 
8tut«**“ and that Included the right of 
tngr»*s and egress and the enjoyment of 
tho privileges of trade and commerce. 

Further on the opinion says: 

The prohibition In Congress l* explicit 
and noticeably different from the prohibi¬ 
tion of tho States. The State Is forbid !cn 
to lay ’’any Impost or duties;’’ i;ongn-*s 
Is forbidden to lay “any tax or duty.” 
The Btfttq is forbidden from laying im¬ 
posts or duties on “imports cr exports,” 
that Is. articles coming into or going out 
of th*- United States «'ungress u forbid¬ 
den to tax “articles exported from any 
State*.” The plain language of the Con¬ 
stitution should not be made blnnk pap* r 
by construction, and Its specific mandate 
ought to be obeyed. 

Taking up the plea that the duties 
In thl* case were laid not on article* 
exported from tho State *>f New York, 
but un article* Imported Into Porto 
HIco, the Chief Justice said the lan¬ 
guage used preclude* thl* contention. 
The geographical origin of the shipment 
controls, and It Is not material whether 
the duties were collectable at the place 
of exportation or nt Porto Rico. They 
were embossed on articles from the 
State of New York and before the arti¬ 
cle* had reached their ultimate destlna- 
t|<m and had been mingled with the 
common mas* of property on the 
Island. 

The dissenting opinion concluded as 
follows: 

• • • 

Congress Has No Right To Impose Tax 

The proportion that b cause tho pro¬ 
ceed* of the** duties were to bt* used for 
the benefit of Porto Rico they might be 
regarded as If laid by Porto Rtco itself, 
with the ronsent of Congress, and were, 
therefore, lawful, will not bear examina¬ 
tion.

Washington, Dec. 2.—Secretary Root

Figures obtained at the War De¬ 
partment and Treasury Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistic* relative to the trade affected, 
show that from the beginning of United 
8t:ites occupancy of the Philippines, 
August 22, 1898. up to June :vo last, the 
total imports Into the Philippines from 
the United States were valued at 
$l.f»07.48G. while during the same period 
the import* from S)*aln were valued at 
$1,993,990. On tho other hand the im¬ 
port* Into the United States from the 
Philippines from September 1. 1898. to 
December 1, 1901. aggregated $15,448,600. 
Rut of this large total only $1,894,323 
consisted of dutiable good*, so that the 
refuml on these would not be large.

Chicago, Dec. 2.—A Canton telegram 
to the Record-Herald says: 

When Dr. Rlxey left Canton two 
months ago for Washington It was 
with the understanding that he would 
not return to this city as the physician 
of Mrs. McKinley unless her condition 
should change for the worse from what 
It then was. Her health, for her. was 
then abo^t normal. That state has con¬ 
tinued and when her physicians are 
asked now as to her health they reply, 
in general, that she is doing very well. 

The statement is true, but not all the 
truth. Physically Mrs. McKinley is 
about In the same condition as she has 
been In for years, but there are feat¬ 
ures about' her case that make her 
friends anxious for her. It Is the pe¬ 
riod of Mrs. McKinley’s mourning, and. 
of course, she would not be expected 
to go put much even if physically 
strong, but it Is also the period of Mrs. 
McKinley’s melancholy. It is over the 
latter feature that her friends are fnost 
anxious. 

The widow of the lamented President, 
excepting short drives, remains at home 
In the little wooden house In North 
Market street, made famous by the 
pllgTlmage of thousands of voters who 
swore fealty to McKinley in 1X9*1 and 
again In 1900, and which has entertain¬ 
ed many of the best known statesmen 
of the nation. 

• • • 

Says Life Is a Void. 

To Mrs. McKinley life Is but a void. 
She expressed to Dr. Manchester, the 
pastor and loving friend of the McKin¬ 
leys. shortly after the martyred Presi¬ 
dent’s funeral, a desire to die and join 
her husband. This desire Is still pres¬ 
ent. She talks but little, to her friendB, 
but sits at home and spends much time 
weeping, as she thinks of him ■who was 
for many years her stay and comforter. 
Her unspeakable loss Is only felt 

Mrs. McKinley is constantly attend¬ 
ed by her sister, Mra M. C. Barber, 
who has given up her usual home du¬ 
ties and devotes ail her time and en¬ 
ergy to making life as pleasant as pos¬ 
sible for Mrs. McKinely. The world 
but little knows with what love and 
sacrifice this attention is given by Mrs. 
Barber. 

The day after the President was laid 
in the vault in Westlawn cemetery Mrs. 
McKinley was driven to the tomb, was 
allowed to enter and remain for a 
short time beside the casket containing 
her beloved dead. This visit was re¬ 
peated daily. In order to make the 
stay as comfortable as i*osslble for her 
a rocking chair was placed in the vault 
beside the casket and a rug was over 
the floor to prevent dampness from 
causing Mrs. McKinley any 111 effects. 
Friends have at last prevailed on Mrs. 
McKinley not to enter the vault, and 
her visits now are to the tomb and to 
the family lot, where rest the ashes of 
her children.

Sees Few Visitors. 


Mexico City. Dec. 1—The session of 
the Pan-American Conference took an 
unexpected turn to-day. The order of 
the day called for a discussion of the 
projects for a Pan-American bank and 
the exchange of official publications, 
but at the opening of the session Mr. 
Baer, of Paraguay, took the floor and 
made a speech advocating a compre¬ 
hensive scheme of arbitration, the Chili¬ 
an delegates rtiowed manifest Indica¬ 
tions of impatience during the speech 
of Mr. Baez. M its conclusion. Mr. 
Matte, of Chill, arose and said he 
thought it would be better for the con¬ 
ference to confine itself to the order of 
the day Instead of Listening to mere 
academical discussions. 

Mr. Berraejo, of Argentine, when he 
arose to report on the project for the 
Pan-American bank took exception to 
Mr. Matte’s remarks, saying that the 
subject of arbitration wae not acad- 
emdcal, but one that vitally concerned 
the future peace of the American con¬ 
tinent. He then went on to show the 
expediency of the Pan-American bank. 

The rhiltan delegate then offered an 
amendment to the effect that interfiled 
Governments give the prop****! bank a 
ruteidy of $ 100,000 gold per annum for 
five years to start with, to be contrib¬ 
uted according to population by the 
several countries. The project was re¬ 
ferred back to the committee with this 
amendment. 

The session was about to adjourn 
when Walker Martinez. of Chill, 
sprang to his feet and made a fiery 
speech denouncing what ho called the 
premature Introduction of the subject 
of arbitral ion. He sold fhait as the sub¬ 
ject was still in committee it was mani¬ 
festly improper to precipitate a discus¬ 
sion thereof by the conference before 
the committee had reported. 

It happened that Walker Martinez oc¬ 
cupies a <b»sk directly opposite that of 
Mr. Baez and most of hte speech seemed 
pars'?rrally directed at him. Mr. Baez, 
however, mt unconcerned while Mr. 
Martinez thumped his desk.

And Still It Moves. 

While Mr. Grosvcnor, of Ohio, and 
Mr. Payne, of New York, have definitely 
made up their minds that there nre to 
be no tariff changes and no reciprocity 
treaties made at this Consresa. there Is 
a large element of the Republican pat ty 
which listens to this decision with any¬ 
thing but equanimity. It is not 
merely that that forgotten man, 
the consumer, will aomeUmea ral*^ 
hi? voice in a weak and piping 
protest. There are also politicians 
who are not satisfied. These are 
men close to the people, who know their 
views, who think this eimmary way of 
disposing of the subject at the dictation 
of the beneficiaries of the present law 
niai* have unpleasant political conse¬ 
quences. They have not forgotten that 
there la to be another election of mem¬ 
bers of Congress eleven months benc*. 

The Record-Herald, of Chicago, -aye: 
“The problem now is simply this ?5h«ll 
there be tariff revision by the Repub¬ 
lican* or by the Democrats? It is In¬ 
evitable, whichever parly takra the lead, 
and the extreme protectionists will 
merely postpone the event by hamper¬ 
ing the revisionists* on their own side 
of the House.** 

Nevertheless. It is Just as well that 
the revisionists on the Republican side 
of the House should be hampered They 
could not now make any revision of 
the tariff which would not be mude 
nugatory by the extreme proteriionlsts 
who would dominate the committees 
and fill the lobbies with men predicting 
ruin If some of the duties were not In¬ 
creased and all kept at the point of 
practical prohibition of competitive im¬ 
ports. And the modification of a duty 
by reciprocity is considered just as bad 
as by change of the rate of duty from 
all countries. This is clearly proved by 
the opposition of the knit-goods manu¬ 
facturers to the French treaty. Mr. 
Kasson. in his discussion of the sub¬ 
ject. shows that we use I100.00o.00rt worth 
of knit goods per annum, of which 4>nly 
4 per cent Is Imported, and that if the 
French treaty were ratified there would 
still be SI.i» per cent, protection. Yet 
the manufacturers are unhappy becaue* 
of that little 4 per cent, that Is coming 
In from abroad, and are the chief op¬ 
ponents of the treaty. With a majority 
absolutely subservient to such demands 
as this. It Is clear enough that no 
equitable revision of the tariff Is pos¬ 
sible. 

The Chicago Journal, a Republican 
paper, appears to take a gloomy view 
of the outlook. It says 

"If there la no tariff revision at th* 

• oming session of Congres*. no recogni¬ 
tion of reciprocity, and no reduction In 
the revenues luch as will prevent a sur¬ 
plus. the ejections In IWj and lSdll will b>- 
•P 1 plica ted In U*>C and Wi. and the Repub¬ 
lican party be swept from power. The 
deluge will come.'' 

The events of 18»0 and 1S9^ are pretty 
well remembered by all except thOFc* 
who have come upon the political stagr 
»ince that time. The elections of 1S8S 
gave the presidency to the Republicans, 
though Mr. Cleveland had a plurality 
of the popular vote. The House of Rep¬ 
resentative* met In December. ISSP. with 
the slender Republican majority of 
three (which was afterward enlarged 
by elating men who had not been elect¬ 
ed). and Mi Reed was chosen Speaker. 
The rules were amended In such a way 
as to permit the Speaker to control leg¬ 
islation. Th»* slender majority tn Con¬ 
gress and the election of a minority 
President were const rued by the Repub¬ 
licans as a mandat*' from the people 
to revise the tariff upward, though a 
plurality had voted for revising It down¬ 
ward. To get strength enough to pass 
th** tariff bill the Sherman silver pur¬ 
chase act was pa«»:*J. Congress re¬ 
mained In session until after the fire: of 
October, IV*\ and put the finishing 
touches to the tariff bill. The members 
were In a g*x»d humor. They had Ig¬ 
nored the sinister mutterlngs of dis¬ 
content. A month later the election 
brought disillusion. A tremendous re- 
vulsion of popular sentiment had left at 
home for the next two years a iHrge 
proportion of the men who voted for 
the McKinley Bill. 

The Republicans, however, still hail 
the presidency for two years more, and 
they made an effort to tally tlWr forces 
for the presidential and congressional 
elections of 1892. CSen Harrleon. who 
was a man of eminent and. 

apart from party considerations, had u 
creditable Administration behind him. 
was renominated. But the impulor dis¬ 
trust of th»* Republican party was too 
great and widespread for the disaster 
of 1S90 to be retrieved. Mr. Cleveland 
won by a plurality of nearly 400.000, In 
spite of the fact that the Populist ticket 
attracted over a million of votes. In 
is#* Gen. Hairlaon had received weii- 
nigh half of the popular vote In 1S9- 
he lacked about I.SOO.uoi* voted of equal¬ 
ing the combiner! opposition It was hit 
overthrow of • party in power which 
In its extent had no parallel at that 
lime 

This Is the suit of thing which 
the Chicago Journal predicts, upon 
the assumption thai a I this ses¬ 
sion of Congr»**e there shall be 
no revision of the tariff. no 
reciprocity treaties and no reduction of 
the revenue, now excessive. Of a re¬ 
vision of the tariff there seems little 
prospect, and If It were made It would 
perhaps be a* unsatisfactory a* that of 
IMki Reciprocity, from the presant out 
look, is in the same beat the tariff 
Of the reduction of the revenue, there 
I* a possibility, but not by a change 
in the tariff With all th 1 *. there may 
not be In !t*02 and 1904 so complete a 
political revulsion a? occurred twelve 
years • irl * r.

The ele¬ 
ments of dlacord nre present In the Re¬ 
publican organization, and if not check¬ 
ed by uivw ivdom oti the part of the op¬ 
position. they ate likely to pave the 
way for the defeat of the men who now' 
deem i hemselvwt w> firmly intrenched In 
power.

The following from Iron and Steel in 
Its current Issue is not an extreme 
statement of the prosperity now seen 
In the Iron and atcel marked, though ex¬ 
ception may be token to its predictions: 

"On«r of the remarkable f**atur**e of the 
business of to-day Is the widespread con¬ 
fidence that 1902 is to be another year or 
unparalleled activity anti prosperity, in 
all branches of the Iron ur.d »u* l Indus¬ 
tries manufacturer* arc proceeding on the 
supposition that order* are to continue or 
to Increase They arc a cordlngly adding 
a tittle here and there to their facilities, 
buying some ru led machinery, taking on 
a few nmre men. making some Uenired im¬ 
provements and contracting for their ma¬ 
terial on the same broad je’ul*. And when 
the shrewdne** of the average American 
busine?* man Is considered, the sum total 
or this almosc universal predisposition 
toward enlargement and expansion or 
trade carries with It the weight of pro¬ 
found conviction. Repress ntlrtg, ** It 
does. th»* keenest business sense. It I* a 
powerful argument in favor of a continu¬ 
ance of robust activity. 

"It would seem from the present temper 
of th« trade that nothing le*s than an 
earthquake eouM shake it from It* ag- 
grcssslw ami persistent climbing tenden¬ 
cies/* 

The Iron Age l* th«* *nandard auth u- 
Uy of the trade and Is a conservative 
publication, as it showed during the 
1899 boom. Yet this Is what It soys in 
Its current issue: 

"Nothing has occurred to indicate any 
danger of an early subsidence 01 the great 
activity which characterises the Iron and 
steel trades. Not only are more Iron und 
steel now being made and consumed In the 
United Stat"* than ul anv previous time 
In the history of thts or any other coun¬ 
try. but members of the rmde are begin¬ 
ning to prophesy a still larger buslnc«f^the 
coming year. The full capacity of ihe 
blast furnaces ahd steel works completed 
and In process of erection se..m^ to be 
Imperatively needed to meet the require¬ 
ments of the country for the greater part 
of the first six months of 19UI. This la a* 
far a* ordinary human foresight can carry 
prognostication* m*'| to business. It le 
seldom that Indications for an approach¬ 
ing year point so strongly to heavy trade 
as at the pre?em time. Many branches of 
business report an unusual number of in¬ 
quiries new coming up relative to material 
for projected Improvements. It might lie 
assumed. In view of the occurrence* of the 
past two years, that the expansion 1 ti the 
American Iron trade had reached Its cul¬ 
mination. but *0 far no evidence can be 
seen pointing to such a conclusion.* 4 

These statements concerning a com¬ 
modity know n an the barometer of trade 
are shared in by practically an the 
trade and financial press. Of course 
there may bv overproduction before 
long, but that is not yet apparent. It 
Is a fact that upon the collapse of the 
"boom** In 1884 the Iron market was 
strong for a, year later, but conditions 
then were different from now. They 
are vastly better to-day and give 
hope that the industrial depression pte- 
dic:/d by Wall airevt will not come next 
year and. perhaps, not for several 
years. 


Vaccination In London. 

The statistics of *ma!lv»ox In London, 
England, when 420 eases had been re¬ 
ported up to Saturday last, present a 
lough nut for the untl-vaccinationist* 
to crack. The rate of mortality among 
the vaccinated was 20 per cent.; among 
the unva< clnated. 60. 

All of the twenty-three smallpox pa¬ 
tient* under five years of age were un- 
vacclnated, and nineteen died. Of thes.» 
under ten all but one were vaccinated, 
and twenty-nine out of forty-two died 
Of clghty-one children under fifteen 
year* of age flfty-aeven were unvacci¬ 
nated and thirty-eight died; twenty-* 
four were vaccinated and twenty-three 
of them recovered. Out of fourteen un- 
vaednated patient* over forty years 
of age twelve dl**d These specific 
cases are more Impressive than the 
total, but even this shows an immense 
advantage for the vaccinated. The dis¬ 
ease seems to have taken on a very 
virulent type in London. Judging by th<* 
number of deaths. It Is said that It Is 
not trite that the poorest districts have 
suffered most, hut that no pari of Iy>n- 
don ha* been exempt.

The box wa-n 
marked In German: "Thin side up: with 
dare." There was no uir hole In the can* 
and the hatch to the hold had no: been 
opened from the time the Paintm left 
port until to-da>. It is tho opinion of 
the lnv« *ligators thai during the last 
of the trip the stowaway 1>ecame so 
frenzied that he broke out of the box 
and there was no way for him to give 
the alarm.

TWO SIDES OR ONE 

TO MINING TROUBLE 

IN HOPKINS COUNTY. 


ITo the Editor of the Uourfer-Journal.l 

Louisville, Ky.. Dec. t 1*01. — Permit in¬ 
to protest against the point of view from 
which your Madisonvlit*, K> . correspond¬ 
ent writes of the lAwte** condition* that 
have so long prevailed in the mining dis¬ 
trict of which Eurlington. Ky., is the 
center* 

Every man has the right to Join a labor 
union organization, lie hM* the right to 
work for those who recognize, and 10 re¬ 
frain from working for those who do 
not re« ognlze such organizations. He has 
the legal right to decline employment uu- 
lee* and until all his fellow laborers are 
member* of ibe same labor organization 
with hlmKelf. He has, however, the equal 
right to work without being or becoming 
•i member of any labor organization. He 
ha* also the right to defend himself and 
his property, lie I* entitled In the exer¬ 
cise of any of these rights to all and 
every form of protection which the Gov¬ 
ernment of this country afford* to all and 
every one of Its citizens; rod more than 
thl*. and no ice*. 

All employers of labor have the right 
to employ only those who are member* 
of labor union*. They, however, have 
an equal right to refuse to employ any 
man who Is a member of n labor union. 
They nave th** right to defend themselves 
and their p r o p ert y against violent and 
unlawful attacks. In the exercise of any 
of these rights they are entitled to all 
and every form of protection which the 
Government of thi*.country affords ro all 
and every on© of Its citizens. 

The foregoing 1* simply a re-statement 
of the general principle so clearly enun¬ 
ciated by the Rt Rev John Ireland. Arch¬ 
bishop of 8t. Paul, and published in the 
C ourier-Journal on August fi\ 1901, upon 
which you made the following comment: 

“One vital trouble with the striker* is 
that wrhile they Justly claim the right to 
strike, they deny the right of others no! 
to strike; that while they justly claim 
the right not to work, except on their 
own terms, they deny the right of others 
to work on their own terms. Freedom 
and right cannot be monopolized by on? 
set of men simply because they helong 
to labor unions, and labor unions will 
never succeed In accomplishing all the 
good for the workingman which they are 
capable of accomplishing for him until 
they recognize and govern their action 
by this truth 

Your correspondent, strangely at vari¬ 
ance with your utterances, continually 
refers to the contention as having two 
sides, says thut both sides are committing 
Utegal acts, or that neither is. speaks of 
two factions or l»oth factions. 

In your Issue of the .loth of November 
lie outlines a pian to require that both 
sides. I. e.. the union miners and the 
mine guards, surrender all arms, and 
that If this he not compiled with then 
“any man found carrying arms, whether 
around the mines or around the union 
camps, or anywhere In the vicinity of the 
strike regions will be forcibly disarmed, 
arrested and Imprisoned. * 

In your issue of the 1st Inst, he refers 
to thl* plan as a plan to restore law and 
order In Hopkins county, proposed and 
published exclusively In the Uourler-Jour- 
nal. and says that such a plan meets 
with the hearty approval of certain citi¬ 
zens. and so on. His error lies In the as¬ 
sumption that there are two aggressors, 
w'hen there Is but one; that the mine 
owners and their representatives have no 
right of self-defense; are without the 
right to arm themselves to defend their 
person* ami their property against those 
who are unlawfully armed to do violence 
to both. Tbl* distorted view lias been so 
widely disseminated that many people 
who have given the subject hut little con¬ 
sideration are impressed with the Ides 
that there is warfare In that territory 
tn which botiyslrios are at fault The 
mtne owners and their representatives 
are simply armed in self-defense. The 
union miners are armed for the sole pur¬ 
pose of interfering by violence and In¬ 
timidation with the rights of other citi¬ 
zens. The obvious course Is to disperse 
those unlawful aggressor*. It can be 
safely assumed that the defensive meas¬ 
ure* will be abandoned ns soon an this 
unlawful And menacing aggression la 
completely at an end. 

It was a year ago last April when cer¬ 
tain mine operator*, operating with 
union labor, seem to ha\e been forced 
into an infamous contract, whereby they 
offered to the organization known as the 
United Mine Worker* of America a pre¬ 
mium or bribe to close the mlneg operated 
by nonunion lubor in llopkinn and ad¬ 
jacent counties. For more than a year 
past an Intolerable condition of lawless¬ 
ness has prevailed, which hn* inflicted, 
and Is Inflicting. Incalculable injury upon 
the Stale. It is time for every law-abid¬ 
ing. self-respecting and patriotic citizen 
to openly denounce these conditions, and 
10 help to encourage the officer* of the 
law 10 re-establish the peace and quiet 
thai formerly existed In that part of the 
State l remain, very respectfully.

Rare statuaru Disoosed ot 

at tne DiiiiiKiiiaiii Sate. 

COPIES OF FAMOUS PAINTINGS, THE COLLEC¬ 
TION OF YEARS, TO BE SOLI) TO-DAY. 


The sale of W. H. Dillingham’s col¬ 
lection of paintings and statuary be¬ 
gan yesterday morning on Jefferson 
street, near Fifth. Almost 150 pieces 
were in the collection when the auc¬ 
tioneer raised his hammer and asked 
for the first hid. The whole lower 
floor of the buildings was filled with 
the collection. The pictures, all hand¬ 
somely framed, were hung and every 
Inch of the space was utilized. Yes¬ 
terday) was set apart for the sale of 
the statuary. 

Many of the prominent dealers of art 
were present. The collection was pro¬ 
nounced one of the handsomest ever 
gathered. It represented twenty-five 
years of Mr. Dillingham’s life. He 
first began to accumulate rare pieces 
of statuary when a young man and 
old age still found him with a fond¬ 
ness for them. 

A nude bust of “Juno” waa easily the 
finest plec ? of work In the collection. 
In New York. It would to-day cost 
$30u. Under the auctioneer’s hammer 
It brought $210 and was sold to A. C. 
Monter.egio. Conmdssures say that the 
statuary brought a low price, about 
one-thtrd of Its value. 

The total of the sales amounted to 
$1,600. The greatest interest Is being 
displayed In to-day s programme when 
the pictures •w ill be offered for sale. 
The collection represents the expendi¬ 
ture of many thousands of dollars. Mr. 
Dillingham yesterday afternoon de¬ 
clined to say what the collection cost, 
but some of the canvasses cost from 
$1,000 to $2,000 apiece. Probably the 
painting named "The Flower Girl” has 
attracted more attention than any 
other. 11* Ir the picture of a girl, per¬ 
haps nineteen ur twenty, her arms 
filled with roses. The one In Mr. Dil¬ 
lingham’s collection Is th- only copy 
In the world. The origlnul cost $5,000. 


Mrs. Schmldilap. of Cincinnati, pur¬ 
chased It in Rome many years ago. 
The artist Is unknow n. Mrs. Schmidtl&p 
brought it to this country and loaned 
It to the Eden Park art gallery at Cin¬ 
cinnati. Mr. LXIIingham secured per¬ 
mission to have a copy painted and 
Miss J. C. Brookback did the work. 
U was conditional, however, and the 
Louisville devotee signed an agreement 
that he would allow no one to copy It 
and that he would never sell it to a 
resident of Ohio. 

Trotter’s portrait of an Imported set¬ 
ter dog is another of the valued paint¬ 
ings. Many sportsmen have admired it. 

Another picture which Is receiving 
much attention is a marine view by 
Haley, the celebrated Philadelphia ar¬ 
tist. It was sent to the old exposition 
at Fourth avenue and Chestnut street 
and was catalogued “Rye Beach at 
Sunrise." 

The artist named $2,000 as his limit 
and the painting became the property 
of Mr. Dillingham. 

Sir Thomas Moore’s "Lallah Rookh” 
furnished the theme of two of the best 
pictures in the collection. They are 
entitled "Paradise and the Perl.” 

The first represents the angel as she 
Is banished from heaven and Is taken 
from the quotation 

“One mom. a Peri at the gate of 
Eden stood disconsolate. 

"As the tale goes, she was banished 
from heaven and could be re-admltted 
only upon condition of bringing in the 
sight of heaven the most precious thing 
to be found upon earth.” 

The next picture portrays her return. 
She is soaring upward bearing In her 
hand the tear of repentance. The in¬ 
spiration was gleaned from the fol¬ 
lowing verse: 

"Joy, joy. forever My task Is done. 

The gates are passed and heaven Is won." 

Many of the pictures were copied by 
Miss Brookback. Mr. Dillingham sent 
her to Paris to copy several famous 
paintings several years ago and many 
of them are In the collection. 

Mr. Dillingham was a devotee of mu¬ 
ni** as well as an admirer of fine pic¬ 
tures and rare statuary In bis old 
home at 214 West Broadway he had a 
magnificent music room. The feature

Jeffersonville has fifty-three saloons. 
While some of them are not as prosper¬ 
ous as others, still they manage to pny 
the licence, notwithistandlng the hard¬ 
ship incurred by the Nicholson law. In 
requiring them to close at 11 p. tn. 

The statistics regarding the bibulous 
habits of Hoosiers is of peculiar in¬ 
terest. For every 273 of the 2.517.4G2 
residents of the State there Is one sa¬ 
loon. The proportion of saloons In¬ 
creases in the large cities and popu¬ 
lous counties until In some It is less 
than one-half of the average for the 
State as a w hole. 


Fifty cities, with an aggregate popu¬ 
lation of 740.000 in round numbers, re¬ 
port a total of 2.643 saloons, or one to 
every 260 people. These saloons pay a 
total of $740,000 In license fees, or sixty - 
three cents for each person. The num¬ 
ber in the towns, considering Inhabi¬ 
tants. nearly approximates that tn the 
cities, for 201 towns report, 596 sa¬ 
loons. which Is one for every 296 Inhab¬ 
itants. These saloons pay $72,213 In li¬ 
cense ’fees, or forty-one cents for each 
member of the population. 

Brown and Steuben counties have no 
saloons. Indianapolis has 658 saloons, 
one for every 363 Inhabitants.

I showed 
some of them to an Importer and 
manufacturer of jewelry In San Diego.

Permanent Organization Will Be Ef¬ 
fected To-day and Officers Will 
Be Elected. 


Kentucky retail grocers, now In ses¬ 
sion in Louisville, to form a State or¬ 
ganization, adopted resolution* last 
night condemning the adulteration of 
foods. They declared in favor of nation¬ 
al and State laws making the manu¬ 
facturers blameeble for such products 
and fixing adequate punishment. They 
also formed laws compelling the re¬ 
tailers to sell articles In their true char¬ 
acter. 

At the meeting to-day, officers of the 
new organization will be elected and 
a place for the next meeting will be 
selected. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Temporary Organization Was Quickly 
Effected. 

The afternoon session of the retail 
grocer* was called to order at 2:15 
o'clock, in the Exchange Hall of the 
Board of Trade. National Organizer E. 

A. Stevens Was in the chair. In outlin¬ 
ing the need of an association for self¬ 
protection, Mr. Stevens said that It Is a 
matter of record that the proportion of 
failures among grocers is larger than 
among men of any other business. The 
belief, he said, is common among many 
that the grocer Is to be singled out and 
swindled. The grocer, however, stands 
by his customer In peace and war. In 
sickness and health, In prosperity and 
reverses. 

The purpose of the national organi¬ 
zation, as stated by Mr. Stevens, Is to 
oppose legislation detrimental to the 
Interests of the retail grocers and to in¬ 
vestigate some of the abuses which now 
exist. 

At the close of Mr. Stevens’ address, 
Mr. A. J. Ross was Introduced, and 
delivered the address of welcome on be¬ 
half of the Louisville grocers. 

Mr. Rosa declared that the effort f**r 
pure food legislation deserved the 
hearty Indorsement of every retail 
grocer. ” s ** 

The response was made by Mr. W. H. 
Farley, of'Paducah, who said that Lou¬ 
isville had never failed to come for¬ 
ward when anything of benefit to the 
State was planned. 

While Mr. Farley was speaking the 
Hbh. John A. Lee, Lieutenant Governor 
of Missouri, was introduced, and given 
a seat on the platform beside Mr. Stev¬ 
ens.

Wants Strong Organization. 

Mr. Farley was followed by Mr. J. B. 
Jouett, of Cynthlana. Mr. Jouett said 
that his first visit was made to Louis¬ 
ville thirty-five years ago. at the point 
of a Federal bayonet, when he came as 
a prisoner from the field of Missionary 
Ridge. He urged strong and compact 
organization as the remedy for existing 
evils, and said that the bond between 
the wholesale and retail grocers should 
be close. 

At the close of Mr. Jouett’s speech a 
motion wa« made for the election of 
temporary officers, and Mr. A. J. Ross 
and George W. McCall, of Louisville, 
were Heeled temporary president and 
secretary. Mr. Ross then read the 
names of the following members of the 
committees that the chair was author¬ 
ized to appoint:

ENGAGEMENT BROKEN OFF. 


Mr. John A. Lee. editor of Interstate 
Grocer, said in part; 

Mr. Chairman, Lull's anrl Gentlemen; 
I Htn pleased and happy to be with you to¬ 
night and to have an opoprtunity to ad¬ 
dress you upon a subject which Is gener¬ 
ally neglected and ignored. 

I shall, therefore, endeavor to Interest 
you. if possible, in the subject of “The 
, Retail Merchant'* Mission.” 

Tho great general public, the customer 
of the retail merchant, look upon hi* mls- 
I s'on In life ae confined to a restricted 
circle, on tho circumference of which In¬ 
cludes the ordinary arts of attracting 
trade, supplying the demand for his goou* 
and making a profit for himself. 

Tho retail merchant, hlmsrif, Is prone 
to take such a view and conclude that his 
mission is confined to money making, eat¬ 
ing, sleeping and dying. It is a meat 
hopeless and sordid view to take of life 
and deprives one of all the brighter 
hopes, higher ideals and finer ambition of 
existence. 

Agassiz, tho great naturalist, when 
asked why a man of his genius and great 
learning had not become rich, said; "I 
haven't had time to get rich; I have been 
too busy.'* 

I think that a part of tho retail mer¬ 
chant's mlerion Is to accumulate money, 
thereby increasing his capital and h.s 
scope of usefulness, but there are dutl a 
that ho owe* to himself, to his family, to 
hla city. State and country, and to God, 
who gave him life, which must not be 
overlooked. Many of these duties can be 
unconsciously performed In the manage¬ 
ment of a retail merchant's business, tor 
a good merchant wisely. Justly and enter¬ 
prisingly conducting his own business wbl 
perforce render good service to the pub¬ 
lic, and thereby do good. 

The retail merchant can consistently re¬ 
gard himself as the guide and friend of 
the public taste and Judgment as to auall- 
t:es and values of merchandise. If he ’.a 
a dealer In food products he should con¬ 
sider himself the guardian of the public 
appetite and health and permit no artlclo 
to pas* over his counter that Is not of 
good value, or that Is even under suspi¬ 
cion of being unwholesome or detrimental 
to health. 

If he Is a dealer In dry goods or cloth¬ 
ing, millinery, hats or shoes, he should 
not only endeavor to educate his custom¬ 
ers up to buying the better qualities, but 
ho ahouUl so endeavor to direct their 
Judgment as to Induce them to buy taste¬ 
ful and well-fashioned and fitting article*, 
for he will thereby not alone be doing 
himself a great service by giving good 
value and making hi* customers pleased 
and happy and well contented, hut he wl l 
be performing the higher and grandir 
duty of elevating the public taste and edu¬ 
cating the people to observe higher stand¬ 
ards and Ideals. • • • • 

The retail merchants of the United 
States do not realize the great power for 
good that they possess and which could be 
exercised and centrolled by virtue of or¬ 
ganization. There are In the United 
States 113.000 retail general store*. 100,000 
retail grocery stores, and It Is estimated 
that there are altogether i.000,000 retail 
dealers In all lines ln this country. Their 
invested capital Is estimated at an aver¬ 
age of *2.500 each, aggregating a total of 
f2.6flO.()OO.MjO an almost Inconceivable sum; 
far greater than the combined wealth of 
all the A store, Vanderbilts, Guolds, Car¬ 
negie*. Rockefellers and many other great 
capitalists. • • •

INDIANA TEACHER TAKES MOR¬ 
PHINE TO END TROUBLES. 


LETTERS FROM SWEETHEART. 


Terre Haute. Ind.. Dec. 2—[Special.] 
—The fact that D. M. Geetlng, of 
Greensburg. Ind., former Superintend?nt 
of Public Instruction of Indiana, and 
one of the best known educators In this 
State, recently broke off an engagement 
with Miss Emily Neukem. critic teach¬ 
er In the Terre Haute public school*, U 
thought to have been the cause of the 
suicide of that young lady. She died 
Sunday, but the fact that she had died 
from an overdose of morphine did not 
develop until to-day. Geetlng a week 
ago renewed the engagement, but *he 
wrote him a few days ago she would 
not marry him. After death three let¬ 
ters were found from Geetlng under her 
pillow. Two were received Friday and 
one Saturday. None was opened. The 
objection* of Geeting's married daugh¬ 
ter was the cause of the engagement 
being broken off. It Is said. The affair 
has caused a great eensatlnn, owing to 
the jJromJnenee of the parties. 


We hear a great deal in these days of 
the power of combined and Incorporated 
capital and tho crushing power of the 
great trust*. Those combination, with all 
their greed, and rapacity and autocratic 
Insolence, can oppress labor, and enslavo 
the wholesaler, blast tho prospects of the 
commercial traveler and defy the law*, but 
when they encounter the American re¬ 
tailer they realize that they uro ln contact 
with a force that cannot be trifled with 
and they bow to the ground. They cour¬ 
tesy Is sycophantic, however, because 
they are even now looking for methods 
and experimenting with them whereby 
they can control retail distribution. 

Should they, through the passage of a 
Parcels Post Bill ln the coming Congress, 
thereby converting the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment Into an express delivery company for 
their products, and thereby at the ex¬ 
pense of taxpayer* and by special privil¬ 
ege of law', s**nd their goods direct to con¬ 
sumers. the American retailer can realize 
that It 1* the beginning of hi* end. 

The remedy for this and other actual 
and impending evils is through the power 
and influence of organized effort. 

In political Influence the retail merchant 
is more potent thsn he realizes. • • • • 

This power should be ummJ. It should 
not be permitted to continue In a demor¬ 
alized and disorganized state. 

• • • The morality of his community 
.should be an important consideration to 
the retail merchant, and he should not 
alone himself *et a good moral example, 
but he should at all times abound with 
courage and firmness in support of the en¬ 
forcement of the law and in opposition to 
all manm r of crime and lawlessness. 

It la not necessary for me to say any¬ 
thing to encourage retail merchant in their 
well-known liberality in matters of the 
support of charity and religion. The reta 1 
merchants of the country ure In tho habit 
of giving freely and unostentatiously to 
the poor and to the churches. 

There is a duty which the retail mer¬ 
chant owes to h*.s associates In trade, 
to other retail merchants, and that is the 
duty of co-operation for purposes of mu¬ 
tual protection. To prevent unfair leg.s- 
latlon against commercial Interest*, and 
to secure needed and Junt legislation favor¬ 
able to commercial Interests. 

I cannot take the time to place before 
you many of the thing* that can and 
should be done through the power of or¬ 
ganization. Others will undertake to do 
that most practical part of your work, 
but the glorious principle of co-operative 
endeavor can be made Just a* valuable 
and r»sultful among merchants nr. It is 
among farmers, among mechanics, among 
manufacturers and among the great fra¬ 
ternal soelettrs of the world, which have 
for their motto. "The good of one Is the 
concern of all." 

• • • 

Condemn Adulteration. 

Prof. M. A. Scovlll, of the Kentucky 
State College, food deportment, was 
to hove followed Mr. Lee, but he could 
not be present on account of an ap¬ 
pointment to meet Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture Wilson to-day in Chicago. Prof. 
Scovill’s assistant. Prof. R. M. Allen, 
was on hand and delivered a strong ad¬ 
dress on the necessity of Federal legis¬ 
lation to meet pure food requirements. 

Prof. Allen went into detail us to the 
various chemicals employed, in adul¬ 
teration or preservation, and he urged 
that the only safeguard to retail deal¬ 
ers would be a national law by which 
manufacturer*, and not the retailers, 
could be held res|>on*lbb\ and be com¬ 
pelled to label their good c . 

The follow Ing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That, the association con¬ 
demns the manufacture of udolteruted 
foods and indorses any nutlonril «.r State 
legislation prohibiting the sale of all 
harmful and regulating the sale of all 
other articles of food, penalizing the man¬ 
ufacturers for any violation rather than 
the retailers. 

The resolution was indorsed by the 
following speuinl committee: E. A. 
Stevens, H. F. Troutman, Joseph L 
Depp. Eugene Cowles and Horace 
Scott. 

The discussion of Prof. Allen's ad¬ 
dress related chiefly to the laws os to 
oleomargarine. Some strongly advocat¬ 
ed Lho passage in Congress of the Grout 
Bill, which would abrogate the present 
law f on the subject and substitute ln its 
place a tax of ten cents per pound on 
oleomargarine—colored. 

A number of short addresses on this 
and the general pure food question 
were mnd*\ and the consensus of opin¬ 
ion was that the law needed wna one 
which would place the first blame at the 
manufacturers' doors and then provide 
Mi'll restrictions that retaJU:- would 
be compelled to put all goods on their

Gen. D. R. Murray, of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Guard, was at Seolbachs 
Hotel last night, en route from Madi- 
sonville to Frankfort to have a con¬ 
sultation with Gov. Beckham with ref¬ 
erence to the situation In the mining 
district of Hopkins county. During a 
conversation with a reporter for the 
Courier-Journal, Col. Murray said he 
did not think there w'ould be any ad¬ 
ditional trouble between the nonunion 
and union miners and operators so long 
a,* the troop* remained there, but if they 
were removed he could not foretell what 
hught happen. 

“I have no Idea." said he. “wdien It 
will be advisable to disperse the sol¬ 
diers. Everything 1* quiet there now 
Lint both sides .ire armed *> the tevth 
and both are backed by plenty of 
money. Those who obey the law are 
enjoined, but those who do not obey 
th*m are not enjoined. It is a question 
now who Is to blame for the situation, 
and with both sides armed It is Impos¬ 
sible to Inquire Into it. It matters n »t 
which side is to blame so long as theTe 
is trouble or any prospect of it. 

“Candidly. I think that If the soldiers 
are removed there will be serious trou¬ 
ble within a week." 

Col. Murray thinks the best wav to 
settle the whole trouble |* to disarm 
both sides.

At 5 o’clock In 
the afternoon, he again became con¬ 
scious. One of the nurses asked him 
who he wiis. 

The unknown shook his head and 
again sank Into unconsciousness.

The stranger was almost 6 feet tall.

FULL AGREEMENT REACHED. 


Copenhagen, Dec. 2.—A full agree¬ 
ment has been reached between Den¬ 
mark and the United States for the *al« 
of the Danish West Indies. The treaty 
will probably be signed this week at 
Washington. The price fixed Is between 
four and five million dollars. 

The questions of free trade and citi¬ 
zenship will be decided by Congress, 
which, It Is believed here, will grant 
these concessions. 

The negotiations have from the first 
aroused the keenest Interest throughout 
Denmark. Public meetings have been 
held and remonstrances have been sent 
to the Government and Rlgsdag. One 
of the remonstraitces was s gned by one 
hundred of the most prominent men In 
the country. The newspapers have all 
been against the sale, either by silence 
or open opposition. Petitions have a so 
been received by the King and Mlnlftry 
from the inhabitants of the Island. 
Many large business houses and ship¬ 
ping interests have offered to contribute 
to the betterment of the island's condi¬ 
tions If the sale was averted. The King 
and the royal family were at heart op¬ 
posed to parting with the possessions 
and leading imperial and royal houses 
of Europe, to which the King of Den¬ 
mark Is re!atcd. all exerted personal 
and political Influence against their 
transfer to the United States. 

Tbe fact that three successive min¬ 
istries of foreign affairs, all of them 
opposed to the *ale. have had a hand 
ln the negotiations, accounts for the 
length of time consumed. It l* there¬ 
fore considered a great triumph for 
diplomacy of the United State* and In¬ 
cidentally for the tact and perseverance 
of the United States Minister here, I. 
S. Swenson, whose high standing at 
court largely contributed to the result.

GREAT THINGS FOR FARMERS. CANT FIND THE LOTTERIES. 


They May Stay At Home and Receive 
Mail At Their Front Gates. 


RISING RELIEVED OF DUTY. 


Within a short time Jefferson county 
will be a perfect net-work of rural free 
delivery routes. Congressman H. 8. 
Irwin has gotten through the Post-of¬ 
fice Department a sweeping order, so 
far as this county is concerned. No 
more petitions or maps of districts will 
be necessary. The entire county will 
be divided so that every family In it 
will have its mall delivered. Post¬ 
master T. H. Baker In speaking of the 
matter yesterday said: 

"I estimate that there are in Jef¬ 
ferson county about 6.000 families. 
Nearly 1,000 of these live in the small 
towns of the county, such as Ancho¬ 
rage, and are served from post-offices. 
Several routes will, of course, start 
from such points. According to my 
calculations one carrier can servo from 
126 to 150 families, requiring between 
twenty-six and thirty carriers for the 
county. 1 expect this order to annul 
three routes already sent to Washing¬ 
ton. as a new districting of the county 
will perhaps cut Into each of them to 
some extent”

Rising Is Relieved of Duty. 

Mr. Harry O. Rising, special ag**nt 
of the Post-office Department, who has 
been here some time, mapping out ru¬ 
ral delivery routes, has been relievod 
from duty and has gone to Washing¬ 
ton to learn the reason. Mr. Rising 
has been a faithful laborer and his 
dismissal from the service was quite 
a surprise to those who know of his 
ability and were acquainted with the 
hard work he has been doing. The 
order retiring Mr. Rising was dated 
Saturday. November 30. and on the 
next day, Sunday, December 1, the ru¬ 
ral delivery officials were put in the 
classified civil sendee lists. If Mr. Ris¬ 
ing had been left on duty one more 
day. It would have been necessary for 
charges to be preferred against him 
and proved before his removal could 
be brought about As It Is, If Mr. Ris¬ 
ing gets back Into the service he will 
have to stand a civil service examina¬ 
tion. Mr. Rfslng’s home Is at Furl- , 
bault, Minn., where he owns a live 
weekly paper.

In obtaining the sweeping order for 
Jefferson county that will allow the 
establishing of routes without petition 
or map exhibits, Is only shown a cour¬ 
tesy that was long ago accorded cer¬ 
tain Congressmen of Indiana and Illi¬ 
nois—granting the concession for their j 
home county only. 

Dr. Baker believes a special agent 
will be able to divide Jefferson county 
off into districts In a month or six 
weeks If he Is kept constantly at the 
work. 

This special agent, whoever he may 
be. selects the several carriers, nec¬ 
essary for the good of the service, after 
consultation with the Congressman, 
nnd ther. makes recommendations to 
the Firs* Assistant Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral.

“FIRE BUG” DAYS. 


Confronts Accountants at 
the City Hall. 


TO INSPECT 100-000 PAPERS. 


MORE FIRES IN LOUISVILLE j 
LAST MONTH THAN IN ANY 
PREVIOUS MONTH. 


MAYOR GRAINGER HOPES TO DE¬ 
VISE SAFEGUARD FOR 
PUBLIC FUNDS. 


In All, 119 Alarms Were Sounded— 
But Two Losses Above $10,000. 


There were more fires In Louisville in 
November than there ever were before 
tor any one month. In all 119 alarms 
were turned In. an average of four a 
day. The largest number for any pre¬ 
vious month was ninety-three. This 
was In the fall of 1893. known among 
firemen an the "fire-bug time.” 

Of ul! the 119 alarms only two of the 
tiros caused mors than a $10,000 loss. 
One of these was the burning of J. V. 
Reed & Co.'s printing establishment 
and the other was the Louisville Lith¬ 
ographing Co.’s plant. Defective Hues, 
coal oil and gasoline explosions caused 
almost all of the fires of the past 
month. The damuge was small and 
almost all of the fires were confined 
to sheds, stables and cottages. 

The "fire-hug time” will never be for¬ 
gotten In Louisville, and whenever a 
crowd of firemen congregate they tell 
of the narrow escapes which some of 
them had to gratify the passion of a 
fire fiend. The fires were all of Incen¬ 
diary origin. 

The man who committed arson so 
often Is supposed to have lived In the 
West End; nt least that Is where all of 
the fires occurred. He would carefully 
kindle a blaze in a barn filled with hay. 
The match would be applied, and after 
the fire had got a good start an alarm 
would be sounded. Probably while the 
firemen were on their way another Are 
would be started a few blocks from the 
first blaze. The fire fiend apparently 
cared only to see the horses run. for 
after a while alarms were sounded 
when there were no fires at all. 

Suspicion fell upon a grocer and his 
friends warned him to leave the city. 
He did and there were no more fires. 

The frequency of the alarms last 
month caused some of the firemen to 
believe that he had returned.

The handling of nearly 100,000 pieces 
of paper will be necessary before the 
examination into the accounts of the 
late City Treasurer Stuart R. Young Is 
completed. There are 46,000 bank checks 
to be handled and an equal number of 
warrants. All these passed through the 
Treasurer'*! hands during the post four 
years. The experts, who have been 
going over the books since the shortage 
whs discovered, began work on the 
checks and wurrants. which have been 
compared, yesterday afternoon, and 
they said they did not hope now to 
finish for two weeks. All amounts are 
being added on a machine. It is be¬ 
lieved that an absolutely correct tab- 
1 ulatlon will be made by the method 
adopted—one expert calling off the fig¬ 
ures and another recording thnn on the 
! machine. 

Neither the experts nor Mayor Grain¬ 
ger would talk yesterday as to whether 
further examination hod made any 
startling revelation. It was learned, 
however, that the men working on the 
books have encountered many discrep¬ 
ancies. and from one source the Inform¬ 
ation came that several checks cashed 
In the banks had turned up, for which 
there are no corresponding stub* in the 
check book or any memoranda what¬ 
ever on the subject. One of these 
checks Is reported to have been drawn 
for $3,900. 

Mayor Grainger Is determined to do 
everything in his power to prevent 
shortage In any city department during 
his term of office. In a few days he will 
hold a conference with the Treasurer, 
the Auditor, the Controller ami the 
Finance Committee of the General Coun¬ 
cil, with the aim of regulating the finan¬ 
cial methods In a different manner from 
that now practiced. Mayor Grainger 
has several plans in mind, but will not 
decide on one until he has consulted 
I the officials and city fathers mentioned. 
He favors the requirement that all 
checks l»e signed by both the Treasurer 
and Controller, and that the banks 
holding the city deposits make dally 
reports of the balances to the Mayor. 
This, Mr. Grainger thinks, would be a 
fairly good safeguard, hut he would not 
guarantee It or any oilier plan an abso¬ 
lutely trustworthy.

First—In an action against a railroad 
company to recover damages for the 
death of a passenger after ho was put 
off the train at a dangerous place, plaint¬ 
iff cannot complain of nn Instruction tell¬ 
ing thu Jury to find for him If they 1 m- 
Ileve his Intestate was on one of defend¬ 
ant’s trains "In such a state of Intoxica¬ 
tion as to render him mentally or physic¬ 
ally incapable of caring for himself and 
defendant’s agents or servants in charge 
of said train knew his helpless condition 
and his Inability to care for himself and 
with such knowledge negligently ejected 
him from said train at a time and place 
and under such circumstances ns to neces- 
sjirily or probably endanger hla life by 
passing trains"—as defendant Is liable for 
putting the passenger off at a dangerous 
place only In the event he was nut off 
against his will or when he was in such 
mental condition that he was incapable of 
having a will. 

Second — The word "ejected" does not 
Imply the use of force, and, therefore, 
the Instruction did not require the Jury 
to believe in order to find for plaintiff that 
hls Intestate was put off by force. 

Third — If the passenger entered the 
train knowing it did not stop at the sta¬ 
tion nearest to hls home, but did stop at 
a coal chute which was nearer to hls 
home than the station, the coal chute 
must be regarded as hls destination, und, 
therefore, the court properly Instructed 
the jury to find tor defendant If they 
believed that plaintiff’s Intestate Jtnew 
the trnln did not stop at the statlop, but 
did stop at the coal chute, and tMc%A he 
left the train at the chute of hls own 
free will, whether assists! or unassisted, 
ns In that event he assumed the darlgers 
of the locality.
